2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
invention is drawn to the following: 
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Claim 79. (previously presented) A photoresist composition that comprises a 
resin binder, a photoacid generator compound and a dye that comprises a structure of the 
following formula: 




each R is independently substituted or unsubstituted alkyi; 
W is a bond or substituted or unsubstituted alkylene; 
G is a carbon, nitrogen, oxygen or sulfur; 

each R 3 may be independently halogen; substituted or unsubstituted alkyi; substituted or 
unsubstituted alkoxy; substituted or unsubstituted alkenyl; substituted or unsubstituted 
alkynyl; substituted or unsubstituted alkylthio; cyano; nitro; amino; hydroxyl; etc.; 

m is an integer of from 0 to 7; 

x' and y* are mole fractions of the respective units; and 

each Zisa bridge group between polymer units. 

The claimed invention to the photoresist composition comprises a resin binder, a 
photoacid generator and a dye of formula (II). Here the dye of formula II is the inventive step 
and none of the prior art references disclose the claimed photochromic structure. The filing date 
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of the application is October 7, 1996 and no prior art found rendered obvious or anticipated the 
claimed invention. 

Accordingly, claims 79-82 are seen as allowable and passed to issue.
